A GLANCE at the table of contents of the 
latest volume of Elliot Stock’s excellent rec- 
ord of the auction sales held in England from 
October, 1901, to July, 1902,* discloses the fact

TEXT-BOOK UNIFORMITY 
TENNESSEE. 

In reply to an inquiry from The Atlanta 
(Ga.) News respecting the workings of the 
uniform text-book law in Tennessee, Gov. 
Benton McMillan, of that State, has written 
a letter in which he says: 

“Our Legislature, in 1899, passed a law au- 
thorizing the adoption of a uniform system 
of text-books. It empowered me, as Gov- 
ernor, to appoint a commission of four ner- 
sons—I being appointed ex-officio. It also au- 
thorized me to appoint a sub-commission. Our 
commission advertised for sealed bids for 
furnishing the text-books for a period of five 
years. It required that a sample of the books 
tu be used should accompany each bid. The 
duty of the sub-commission was to examine 
the books carefully, grade them, and report 
to the commission on their merit. The sub- 
commission consisted of five persons. They

We have therefore had it in 
operation over three years. Under the Iaw, 
the old books then in use were to ve ex- 
changed for the new books at a price not less 
than 50 per cent. of the amount to be paid 
for the new book of similar grade. 

“You ask as to the workings of our system, 
I do not hesitate to say that it has worked 
admirably, and is so popular with the people 
that it was put in our platform, and its con- 
tinuance became a platform pledge, upon 
which we have just carried the State by a

BOOKSELLING IN RUSSIA. 

IN a recent issue of the Steverny Krai, 
Mr. Chéremire, a well-known bookseller of 
St. Petersburg, gives some interesting sta- 
tistics of the booktrade in Russia. He ar- 
rives at the conclusion that the total number 
of persons engaged in the sale of books in 
the whole of the Russian empire does not ex- 
ceed two thousand, of which 327 carry on 
business in the two capitals, St. Petersburg 
and Moscow, the others being scattered 
through 460 other towns and cities. In the 
six central governments, those of Wladimir, 
Kastroma, Jaroslav, Tver, Kaluga, and Nijni- 
Novgorod—that is, the industrial portion of 
the country—there are probably not more 
than 120 booksellers, or about one to every 
72,000 inhabitants! From this it will be 
gathered that bookselling in Holy Russia is 
in a very lamentable state, especially in the 
provinces. Indeed, there: are not perhaps 
thirty large firms in the empire which devote 


themselves wholly to bookselling, and have | 


a really extensive and comprehensive stock, 
and not more than five or six having inter- 
national relations. Most of the concerns 
where books are sold also deal in groceries, 
drapery, etc. The best season for booksell- 
ing is at the times when the classes begin, 
when there is some demand for classical 
works, but this period does not cover more 
than two months in the year, the business 
done in the other ten being mostly confined 
to the sale of almanacs, pamphlets and trifles 
of that sort, the price of any one of which 
rarely exceeds 10 cents; a living is eked out 
by the sale—among other things—of station- 
ery, etc. The Russian public has not yet 
attained that state of intellectual develop- 
ment which calls for the general establish- 
ment of public libraries. Even where such 
institutions exist they are greatly hampered 
with censorship and other regulations, whose 
aggregate effect is generally the exclusion of 
anything really important or interesting. The 
beoks that are allowed to be read are usually 
of so little value that readers are gradually 
ceasing to attend the “libraries.”

Cuter Justice BINGHAM on November 8 
granted Public Printer Palmer leave to plead 
the statute of limitations in the suit brought 
against him by Welka Given to recover $50,- 
000 as damages for an alleged infringement 
of copyright. Mr. Given is the author of a 
book called “The Tariff Riddle.” In a speech 
made in Congress by Senator Lodge while 
he was a member of the House of Representa- 
tives, in 1892, he quoted an entire chapter 
from “The Tariff Riddle.” Senator Lodge's 
speech was afterward published in the Con- 
gressional Record, and contained the chapter 
quoted from “The Tariff Riddle.” Mr. 
Given contends that this was in violation of 
his copyright privileges. According to the

Dear Sir: Mr. J. W. Nichols, secretary of 
The American Booksellers’ Association, pleads 
very eloquently and with moderation for that 
association and for the American Publishers’ 
Association in your issue of 15th inst. But 
Chambers’ Encyclopedia, 10 vols., 8vo., listed 
by J. B. Lippincott Co. in their most recent 
catalogue at $50 “net” and offered by Straw- 
bridge & Clothier at $35 or 30 per cent. off, 
payable in dribs of $1 down and 50 cents 
per week, say one year and four months, 
nearly, speaks in a louder and more certain 
tone. This is the argumentum ad hominem, 
which counts for more than both of the trade 
organizations named. 

Until the publishers can be cured of sell- 
ing in quantities at such prices that the 
public can buy as cheaply or more so than 
the small dealer can buy from the publisher, 
the cause of book reform is hopeless, and the 
retailer is helpless. The remedy therefore 
lies with the publisher; and until he can be 
reformed no other reform is possible.

louN Bewt. Bouton, a well-known journal- 
ist and author, died at Cambridge, Mass., 
November 18. He was born in Concord, N. 
H., March 15, 1830. He was graduated from 
Dartmouth College in 1849 and then studied 
law. In 1851 he became editor of The Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer. In 1857 he became one 
of the proprietors of the New York Journal 
of Commerce and was its editor until 1864. 
He then went into business, but later was for 
ten vears one of the editors of Appleton’s 
Encyclopedia. Mr, Bouton was the author of 
several books, among them being “Loved and 
Lest.” a series of essays, “Round the Block,” 
a novel; “Treasury of Travel and Adventure” 
and'’Memoirs of General Bell.” 


BisHor HuGH MILLter Tuompson, of the 
Diocese of Mississippi, died at Jacksonville, 
Miss.. November 18. He was born in Lon- 
donderry, Ireland, June 5, 1830, and came to 
this country with his parents when a child. 
He was admitted to the Episcopal ministry 
when twenty-two years old and filled promin- 
ent pulpits in New York and Chicago until 
he was consecrated Bishop in 1886. He was 
the author of “Unity and Its Preservation,” 
“Sin and Penalty.” “First Principles,” “King- 
dom of God,” “The World and the Wrestlers,” 
and a number of other volumes, including 
sermons and addresses. He was for a num- 
ber of years editor-in-chief of The American 
Churchman and of The Church Journal and 
Gospel Messenger. 


Tue Rev. HucH Price HuGuHes, a cele- 
brated Wesleyan minister, died suddenly in 
London, November 17. He was born at 
Caermarthen, in Wales, in 1847. His first 
pastorate was at Dover in 1869. He became 
superintendent of the West London Mission, 
and while in that position began his noted 
movement for social purity and against 
gambling. As editor of The Methodist Times 
he wielded an immense amount of influence. 
He was a total abstainer and vice-president of 
the United Kingdom Alliance, as well as a 
leader of the “Forward Movement,” an or- 
ganization for the promotion of social as well 
as indiv:dual saivation. Mr. Hughes was the 
author of “Social Christianity,” ‘Ethical 
Christianity,” “Essential Christianity,” “The 
ae Shoemaker” and “The Philanthropy 
of God.” 


Georce ALrrep HENTy, correspondent and 
author, died November 16, on board his yacht 


at Weymouth. He was born at Trumpington, 
Cambridgeshire, England, December 8, 1832. 
Leaving Cambridge he went to the Crimea in 
the purveyor’s department. Later as a news- 
Paper correspondent he witnessed many cam- 
paigns in various countries. He also made a 
tour of the United States and Canada, visiting 
particularly the mining regions.
